any appreciatle risk, as they curtainly 
would if the disease were foot and mouth 
Gisease or swine fever. 

Symptoms of Black-Log.—larmers who 
hve in districts where biack-lng is com- 
mon have no difficulty in distinguasbing 
the disease. The first sigus of illness—-a 
dull aspect, desire to escape from the herd 
and seek a secluded glace undéra hedge or 
in a ditch ~—are accepted as warnir ge of an 
approaching attack, and soon afterwards 
the appearance of aweiling in the biad 
quarter, or the fere limb in rarer cases, 
with the peculiar crackling sepsation, 
rether than sound, which is caused by 
pressure on the swollen part, leaves no 
room for doubt as to the nuture of the dis- 

A fatal termination is expected to follow 
closely on the develoymert of the symp- 
toms above described but in many cases 
no signs of disturbance are detected. A 
calf is left in apparen' vood health, aod in 
an honr or two «fiervards ix found dead 
ip a corner of the feld,

substitutes for vetona, counter-irritants to 
the tip of the tail hove been recommended, 
A mixture of turp-ntine and cayenne pep- 
per is sometimes used, The tail ix slit yt 
the end, and then immersed in the mix: 
ture; and it ie claimed for this system that 
calves whieh have been treated in the 
manner described are protected from black 
leg, Food mixed with about 5 per event 
of nitrate of potush appears to be to some 
extent preservative. Lnoculation with the 
virus of the disease, modified by cultiva~ 
tion, has been employed on the continent 
with considerable success. In this country 
it has not been found so effective. The 
material employed is generally the muscle 
juice of the diseased part, dried ata cer 
tain temperature, powdered and then fur- 
ther cultivated at fixed temperatures, Or 
the muvele juice is mixed with ten times 
the quantity of water, and a few drops are 
injected mio the blood, Both plans of 
inoculation must be done by an expert, 
and the latter mode of operation is not 
free from risk, even when a skilled veter~ 
inary perforas it,

An accident which c.me near being a 


serious one occurred to No. 1 express this 
morning. Fortunately no person wos 
much hurt. A cattle car had beea placed 
on the switch yt the cattle yards a mile 
and a halt east of the C.P.R. station for 
the purpose of ionding horses for shipment 
today, The freight car by some means 
was too pear the end of the switch, wheth- 
er it had been shoved there by mifchievous 
hands is not known, but one end of the 
car was so far out towards the main live 
that wnen No, Lexpress came alone the 
enyine struvk the empty car pitching it 
neurly as high as the telegraph wires.

A track was soon laid round 
the debris aud the express coaches brought 
upto the station, The total loss of time 
being bemg about 7 hours. The train left 
Calgary for the west about 9 o'clock a.m., 
and quite a number of people who held 
excnrsion tickets Banff went up by it.

“Doubting Thomases.”

A Heratp reporter went to meet No.

An enthusiastic meeting was beld in the 
Opera Hours !oat night, with Mr. Rowe in 
the chair and Mr. T. B. Braden as recre- 
tary, When the excursionist who had 
been taken out by the peopie of Calgary 
yesterday to various points in the surround:

He gave a statement of the cost of coal for 
running three stoves all last winter in bis 
house which be saidwas an old aad rather 
shaky log building. It just took 18 tons 
at $83 per ton or about $40 to keep the 3 
stoves running all winter. He gave the 
tacts about the quantity of grain grown 
on different farms. One instance he said
